ducer. ‘In time,"’ says the brief, ‘this combination, if 
not dissolved, will own or control every ton of commer- 
cially available coal known to exist.” Yet it is charged 
against the Lehigh Valley that ‘‘the company continues to 
monopolize the production, transportation and sale of coal 
from all the mines located along its land, amounting to 
about 90,000 acres.” No results of any importance to the 
people were accomplished by the dissolution of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and American Tobacco Company, yet 
the Government keeps on hammering away, for political 
purposes only.
